Polish Naval Base 25X1 

a Polish naval base was located at point D of enclosure A ^5X1 

on Westerplatte and was approximately 0*1 6 nautical miles long* Included among 
the b uilding s were new barracks, constructed of steel and painted gray on the 
upper part and red on the lower part* Three boats which looked like minesweeper 
were berthed at the base, in addition to about ten "quick 11 boats, six of which 25X1 
were in th e water and four of which were suspended from cranes on shore * 

these "quick" boats as craft about 120 feet long with a machine gun 25X1 
mounted to the rear of the deck housing and with two torpedo tubes forward of

7* Facilities at Dock 

Many stevedores, ranging in age from forty to sixty, were available for working 25X1 
the cargoes -fc hgv guinea to be good workers.

8. Port Security 

No particular restrictions were placed on the crew. Crew members were free to go 
where they wished. Although no one took cameras ashore, there were no instruction* 
issued forbidding or limiting the use of cameras. Two soldiers were stationed on 2 5X1 
the ship at all times, one at the bow and one at the stem. Both carried sidearms. 
One soldier was also statione d in an ov erhead crane.
